And annatnrall, irrational, finfall, wicked, anjuft, divillifh and 
syrannicall tt is for any man whatfocver, (ptrituall or remporall, 
Clergy-men or Lay-men, to appropriate and al[ume unto himfelfe, a 
power, authority ; and jurifdrttson to vale, govern, ar Paigne over any 
fort of men tn the world, without their free confent, and whofoever 
doth it whether Clergy- m:n, or any other whatfoever, do thereby as 
much as in them lyes, endeavour to appropriate and a[[ume unts 
themfelves the Office and Soveraignty of GO D, (who alane doth, 
and ts to rule by bs Will asd pleafure) and to belike their Creator 
pokich was the fir of the divels, who not being content with their first 
FLation, bat would be like GOD; forwhich fia they were throwne 
downe into Hell , referved ineverlafting chaines, under darkens (fe , 
unto the judgement of the great day, lude---ver/. 6. And Adams 
‘fin it was. whish bronght the curfe moon hinsand all his Poflersty,that 
he was. not content with the ation axd condition that Godcreated 
hinsin, but didafvire wnto a better, and more excellent (namely to 


be iske bis Creator) which proved hus rine, yea, and indeed badbeen 


the everlafting ruine & destruction of him ana all his,bad wot GOD 
bees the more merciful nato him in. the promifed Mcfliah, Gen. 


Now forthe government of Exgland; It hath been by cuffome 
principally and for the moft parc by the tyrannicall ufurpation 
of a King, and therefore ic will be requifite to fearch into the 
Scuipture, and fee,whether ever GOD approbationally safituted it, 
or onely permiffively fuffered it to be, a be doth allthe other evils 
and mickedwe(fe ix rhe world, and for the betcer underftanding of 

his 
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chis,leistequifite, to remember that wé find in Seripture, That 
Go p was not only Ifraels husband, and did perform all the offi- 
ces of a loving husband in his {weet and cordiall embracements of. 
her,and loving difpenfations to her, but alfo he was her KING 
himfelf,to raign and rule over her, and to protect and defend her, 
and being the Lord Almighty, and knowing all things paft, pre- 
fent and ro come,knew well that J/rze/ would be forgetfull-of all 
his kindnefle;and though he had chofen them out ot all the world 
ina fpeciall manner to be his peculiar ones ; yet they would for« 
fake him, and defire to be like the world; And (Mo/fes declares 
thus much of them after they had enjoyed the good things of | 
God in abundance : But Je/urnn Waxed fat,and kicked: Thou art 
Wacced fatsthou art grown. thicke;tho# art covered With fatnelfe: then 
he forfook God which made him, and lightly efteemsed the Rock of his 
Salvation, Deut.32.15. 

And therefore they knowing that when he poff:fled theLand of 
Canaan,sthey would reject him, and defire a King (like all the reft 
ef the Heathens, and Pagans) toreignoverthem: Yee they be- 
ing dear unto him, he would not wholly reje& them, but gave 
them a Law for the chufing of a Kixg,and his behaviour, which 
we find in Deut.17.14,15,16,17,18,19,26.in thefe words : When 
thou art come into the Land,which fehovah thy God giveth thee,and 
fhalt poffe(feit,and foals dweli therein,and halt {ayy l will fer a Kin 
over me like a all the Nations that are about me. Thou fhalt in any 
wife fet him King over thee, whom Pebovabthy God fhall chufe, one 
from among thy Brethren fhalt thou fet K ing over thee : Thou mcg fF 
not fet a ftranger over thee, which not thy brother: But he foall 
not muliiply horfes to himlelf,nor caufe the people toreturn toEgypr; 
(that is,to bondage or flavery ; ) tothe end,that he frould wszeltiply 
horfes: Forafmuch, as febovab hath faid wnto you, Ye fhall heuce= 
forth return no more that way, (thatis to fay, ye fhall beno more 
flaves.) Neither (ball he multiply wives to himefelf, that his heart 
turn not away ; neither foall he greatly multiply to himfelf jiluer and 
Gold. Andit fiarll be when he fitteth upon the Throne of bis K ing dem, 
that he foall write hina a Copy of this Law in a Book out of that which 
as before the Priefts the Levites. Andit foall be with bine, ana he 
Shall reade therein all the dayes of bis life, that he may learn to feare 
[ehouah his God, ta keepe.all the Words of this Law, and the[e Sta= 
tutes,and do them; That his heart be not lifted up abows kis Bre 
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‘thren, and that he turn not afide from the Comsmandement, tothe right 
hand, or tothe left; co the end, that he may prolong his dayes in his 
Kingdome, heand his children in the middeft of J/rael. Se that 
to meitis very.cleer, thatall Government whatfocver ought to 
be by mutuall. confent andagreemeént; and thatno Governour, 
Officer,King,or Magiftrate, ought to be betrufted with fuch a Po- 
wer,as inables him when he pleafeth,. to deftroy thofe that cruft 
him; And wickedneff [in the higheft_] it is for any King, &c. to 
raign and govern by his Prerogative; that isto fay, by his will 
and pleafure, and as great wickedneffe it is for any fort of men,to 
{after him fo todo ; For the proofe of this, lay down my Argue 
ment thus, and we will apply ittorhe King of Exgland in petti- 
cular.

aflume unto himfelf, and exercife a power over any forts of men,

WILLIAM THE SECOND, te cheat and cofen his el- 


deft brother Robert,of the Crown, granted relaxation of tribute 


with other releevements of their dolencies, and reftored them 
tothe former freedome of hunting in all his Woods and For- 
refs, Daniel fol, 53. And this was all worth the mentioning, 
‘which they got in his dayes. 

And then comeshis brother, Henry the firft, to the Crown, 
‘and he alfo ftepping in before Robert the eldeft brother,and the 
firt ations of his government tended all.to bate the people, 
and {unger their fubjection, as his Predeceflour upon the like im- 
pofition had done,but with more moderation and advifedneffe; 
tor henot only pleafeth them in their releevement, but in their 
“paffion,by pusifhing the chiefe Minifters of their ¢xactions,and 
-éxpelling from his Courtall diffelute perfons,and cafed the peo- 
‘ple of their Impofitions, and reftored them to their lights in 
in the night, &e. but having got his ends effe@ted, juft tyrant- 
Aike,he ftands upon his Prerogative,that is,his Wil and /uft; but 


being full of twrmoiles, as allfach menate, his Sonthe young 


-Prince,the enly hope of all the Norman race was at Sea, (with 
many more great ones) drowned, afcer Which,he is {aid never to 
have been feen to Ixugh,and having (befides this great loflc)ma- 

‘ny troubles abroad, and being defirous to fettle the Kingdeme 
upon his daughter (Mand the Emprefic, thea the wife of Gef= 
fery Plantaginet, in the 15. year of his reign he begins tocall 
Parlisment, being the firft after the Conqueft : for thar ¢ faith 
D ax.fol.66.)he would not wreft any thing by am imperiall po- 

hgh pret ata tate ae might breed Uleers of dange- 
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fous nature ) hetook«courfe to vbtase their free confents, to ob- 
ferve his occafion in their generall Affemblies of the three EStates 
of the Land,..which be convocatea at Salisbary,, and yet notwith« 
ftanding by his prerogative, refumed the liberty of huating in 
his Forrefts, which took up much faire ground in Exgland, and 
he laid great pesadtses upon thofe that fhould kill his Deere. But 
incthis eary the firlt, ended the Normas race,cill Henry the fer 
cond: For although Heury thefirft had in Parliament caufed 
the Lords of this Land,to fwear to his Daughter Adaad and her: 
Fleires , to acknowledge them as the right Imheritors of the 
Crown: Yet the State elected, and invefted iw the Crown of E ng 
band (Within 30.dayes aftter the death of Henry ) Stephen Earle of 
Bolloign and Montague Son of Stephen, Earl of Blots, having no ti 
tle at allto the (roWwn,but by meer ele ttion was advanced toit, The 
Choofers being induced to make choice of him, having an opini- 
on,that by preferring one, whofe title was leat, ic would make 
his obligation the more to them,and fo,they might ftand betrer 
fectred of their liberties, then under fuch a.one.as: might pres 
fume ot a hereditary [ucceffion. 3 


And being crowned, and in poffeffion of his Kingdome, hea’ - 
‘affembleth a Parliament.at Oxford, wherein hee reftered to the 
Clergie all their former liberties,and freed the Laity from their 
tribures, exactions, or whatfoever gtievances opprefied them, 
confirming the fame by his Charter , which faithfully to ob«. 
ferve, hee tooka publike @ath before all the Affembly, where 
likewife the BBs.fwore fealty to hinz,but with this. condition (faith 
Daniel, folio69..) ‘$0 LONG AS HE OBSERVED THE — 
LENOVR OF THIS CHARTER, And Speedin hisChroni- - 
cle,fol.468.faith that the Lay- Barons. made ufe-alfo of this policie, .. 
(which I fay is jaficeand honefy)as appeareth by Robert Earl of 
Glocefier, who {wore to be true Liege-manto the King, e4S 
LONG AS'THE KING WOVLD PRESERVE TO Hide 
HIS DIGNITIES, AND KEEPE ALL COVENANTS: 
Bur lictle quiet the Kingdome had ; for sebellions and trou= 
bles dayly zrofe by the friends of Aud the Empref[e , who» 
came into Exgland,and his Affociates pitching a field with him, . 
where he fought moff Roucly, but being chere taken, hee was

Went prifoner to Brifek. And after this Vitory thus obtained, 


‘ymphs and [olensnities \vas receivedinto the Cities of Circefter, Ox - 
ford,winchefter,and London; but the Lendoners defiring the reftitu- 
tion of King Edwards Lavwes,Which fhe refufed, which proved her 
yuineand the refticution ef King Stephex out of prifon,and to the 
Crown again ; and after fome frefh bouts, betwixt King Ste 

hen,and Duke Henry ( AZazds eldeft Son ) a Peace was conclu- 
‘ded betwixtthemin a Pgrliament at Weftminfter , and that 
Duke Henry fhould enjoy the Crown after King Stephen.Ac the 
receiving of which,be took the #/uall oath, and being like to have 
much work in Frasce,&c.being held in thereby from all exor- 
‘birant courfes,he Was therefore Wary to obferve at firft, all meanes to 
getsand retain the love and good opinion of this Kingdom,by a regular 
and eafie government and at Waldingtord, ix Parliament (faith Da- 
siel, fol, 80.) made an att,that both ferved hisown turn, and much 
eafed the Stomackes of his people, which was the expulfien of fran- 
gersy wherewith the Land was much peftered, but afterwards 
was more with Becket the trayterly Arch-bifhop of ( anterbu- 
ry,And after him fucceeds his Son Richard the firkt. ( At the be- 
ginning of this mans Reigneya miferable malfacre Was of the fewes in 
this Kingdem,) who went to the hely wars, and was taken pri- 
foner by the Emperour.as he came home, of whom ( Daniel 
faith,fol. 126.)that ) he reigned 9 years,and 9 moneths,Whereiz 
he exatted, and conf{umed more of this Kingdome, then all hes Prede- 
ceffours from the Norman had dene before him, and yet leffe deferved 
then any. His brother Duke 7h being then beyond Seas with 
his Army, was by the then e4rchbifbop of Canterburies meanes 
endeavoured to be made King , Who undertooke for him that he 
fhouldreftore unto them their Rights, and govern the Kingdome as he 
ought with moderation , and was thereupon, (after taking three

doubrfull , in regard of Arthur the Pofthumus Son of Geffery , 
Duke of Brittain,King Iohns eldeft brother( Speed fol.5 32 he re- 
ceives the (roWn and Kingdome by Way of election, Daniel fol.t oe 
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the Archbifhop that crowned hina, in bis Oration profeffng, before 
the whole Aflembly of the State, T hat by allreafon,Divine and Hye 
mane, none onght to -ucceed inthe Kingdome, but who foould-bee for 
she worthine(je of his vertues, univerfaliy chofen by the State, as Was 
thisman, And yet noiwith{tanding all this; he affumed power by 
his‘ will and prerogative,to impofe.chree fhillings upon every plough 
band, and alfo exacted great Fines of Offenders in his Forrefts, And 
afterwards {ummons the Ear/es and Barex: of England to. be pre- 
fently ready with Horfe and e4rms to pafle the Seas with him, 
Bat they holding a conference together at Lecefter,by a generall confent 
Send him word, That unloffe he would render them their rights and lie 
berties,they would not attend him out of the Kingdome, Which put 
him into a mighty rage ; but yethe went into..France, and- there 
took his Nephew Arthzr prifoner, and put him to death, by reafon 
of which the Nobility of Britaigne, Anjou and Poittou, took Armes 
againtt him, and /ummon him to anfwer at the Court..of Fuftice of the 
King of France sto Whom they appeale, Which he refuling, is condem= 
aed tolofethe Dutchy of Normandy,( which his Anceftors had held 
300. yeares ) and all other his Provinces in France ,. which he was 
accordingly thenext yeare depofed of. » - £ 
And in this difaftrons eftate ({aith Daniel fol. 130.) he returnes 
into Exglandsand charges the Earles asd Barons \Wwith the reproaches 
of his loffes in Frauce-; and finesthem (by his Prerogative)ta pay rhe 
feventh part of all their goods for refufing his aid. And after this: go- 
ing over into France to wraitle another fall, was forced to alpeace 
for two yeares,and returnes into England for more {upplies; where, 
by his will,duftand prerogative, he layes an.immpofition of the thirteenth 
part of allmoveables yana other goods, both of the Clergie and Laitie ; 
Who wow (faith Daniel) feeing their (ubftances confuse, and likely ¢a 
ver tobe made liable to the K ings defperatecourfes»began.to eaft am - 
bout for the recovery of their ancient immunities, which upon. their 
former fufferance had been'ufurped by their late K ings. .And hence 
grew the beginning of a miferable breach between. the King: & his 
people, Wirich (faith he) folio 131.) coft more adoeyand more Noble 
blood, then all the warres forraigne-had done fince.the Conqueft: For 
thisscontention ceafed not though it. often bad fair invermiffions, till the 
GREAT CHART ER, madeto keep the Beame right bet wixe 
SOVERAIGNTY and SU BPECTION, firh obtained 
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‘of tha King FOHN, inhw15. and 16. yeares of his yeares of bw 


reigne ; and afier of hislonne Henry the 3. on the 3. 8. 21. 36. 42, 
yeares of his reigne (though obferved truly of neither) tvas in the ma- 
turity of ajudictall Prince, E Awardthe firft, freely ratified, Anno regni 
27.28, But i amconfident, that whofoever ferioufly and ismpar- 
tiaily.readech over the lives of King fobs, and his. fonne Hexry the 
third; will judge them A4oxzffers rather then men, -Rearing Lions, 
Ravening Wolves, and falvadge Boares ({tudying how to deltroyand 
ruine the people) rather then Adagiftrates to govern the people 
with juftice and equity :. For,.as for King Pobashe made nothing to 
take his Oath,and immediatly to break it (the common practice-of — Coxfider, 
Kings) to grant Charters and. Freedomes, and when his turn was compare, ana 
ferved,to annihilate them again.; and thereby, and by his tyranni- concludes 
call oppreffions, to embroyle the Kengdox e in‘Warres, Blood, and all 
kind of miferies. In felling and bafely delivering up the Kingdeme 
(that was none of-his own, but the peoples) as was-decreed ‘in-the 
next Parliament (Speed fol.565. by laying down his CROWN, 
Scepter, Mantle, Sword and Ring, the Enfignes of this Royalty, at 
the feet of Ravdulphus the Popes Agent, delivering up therewithal} 
the Kingdome of &xgland to the Pope. And hearing of -the death of 
Geffery Fitz Peter, one of the Patrons of the people,rejoyced much, 
and {wore by the Feet of God, That now at length be was King and 
Lord of England, having a freer power to untie himfelfe of thofe knots 
which his Oath had made to this great man againft his Will;aua tobreak 
all the Bonds of the sate concluded peace With the people ; 
unto Which he repented tohave eyer condefcended. And ( as Daniel 
folio 140. faith) to fhew the defperate malice this‘Kixg (and- Ty- 
rant) (who rather then not to have an abfolute domination over his 
people to doe what he lifted, would be any thing himfelfe under a- 
ny other, that would but fepport him in his violences. ) Theres re- 
corded an Ambaffage (the moft andimpious that ever Was [ent by any 
Chriftian Prince) usto Maramumalim the Moore, intituled, The 
great King of eAfrica, 8c. Wherein he offered to render unto bins bis 
Kingaome, and to hold the fame by tribute from-him, as his Soversign 
Lord : to forgoe the Ci A ead faith (which he held vain). and receive 
that of Mahomet. But leaving him and his people frogether by the 
eares (ftriving with him for their liberties and freedomes (as juftly 
they might) which at laft brought in the French amongtt them to 
the». + 
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ie the almoft utter ruine and deftruction of the whole Kingdomeé, and 
at laft he was poyfoned: by a Monk. 


It was this King (or Tyrant) that enabled the Citizens of London 
to make their Anuuall choyce of atMayor and to Seriffess 
Martaine 59.

|| - ting; plot and endevoutr utterly to extinguifh the Exglifh Nation, 
| The States at Glocefter inagreat Aflembly, caufed Henry the chird 
his fonne, to be CreWxed, Who Walked in his Fathers fteps in (ubvert- 
= ing the peoples Liberties and Freedomes, wha had fo freely chofen him, 
<fl and expelled the French : yet was hee fo led and fwayed by evill — 
| Councellors, putting out the Natives out of all the chief places of the — 
Kingdome,and preferred ftrangers only in their places. Which doings 
made many of the Nobility (faith Danieltolio 134.) combine 
themfelves for the defence of the publick( according to the law of Na- 
ture and Reafon) and boldly doe fheW the King his error, and ill-ad- 
vifed courfe in fuftering ffrangers about him,to the diferace and op- 
preffion of his zaturall liege people,contrary to their Lawes and Li- 
berties ; and that unleffe he would reforme this exceffe, whereby his 
Crown and Kingdome Was in imminent danger, they Would Withdraw 
themfelves from lis Councell. Hereupon the King fuddenly fends o- 
ver for whole Legions of Poittouions, and Wwithall [ummons a Parlia- 
ment at Oxford, whither the Lords refufe to come. And after this, 
the-Lords were fummonedto a Parliamentat Weltminfter, whither 
likewife they refufed to come, unlefle the King would remove the} Bi- 
fhop of Winchefter,and the Poittonians from the Court: otherwife 
by the common Counfell of the Kingdom, they fend hina expreffe 
word,T key Would expell him and hisevill ( ouncellors out of the land, 
and deale for the creation of a new King.

made him fallupon them. Inthe meantime thefe were true bran- 
ches of fo corrupt a root as they flowed from, namely the Norman 
Tyrant.

king their excufes every man for himfelfe : The King in great an- 
sér threatned that they fhould cither goe, or he would give their 
Ends to thofe that fhould. 

Whereupon Humphry Behun, Earle of Hereford,High Conttable, 


and Reger Bigod, Earle of Norfolk, Marfhall of England, made 


their Declaration , That if the King Went in per[on, they would at- 


- gend him, otherwife not. Which anfwer more offends. And being 


prgedagain, the Earle Marfhall protefted, He would Wwilling- 
by go thither with the King, and march before; him, in the 


 Vaarguard , as by. his right of inheritance he onghs to doe. But the 


King told him plainly, he fooula goe with any other, although himfelf 


Went not inperfon. I ams not fo bound (faid the Earle) neither will I 
take that journey without you. The King [wore by God, Sir Earle you 


fall goe or hang. Aad I[Wweare by the (ame oath, 1 will neither goe 
zor hang (faid the Earle). And fo without leave departed. 

Shortly after the two Earles affembled many Noblemen, and others 
their friends to the number of thirty Baronetssfo.that they Were jiftece 
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(24) en aa 
hundred men at etrms Wwell appointed,and flood upon their dow guards 
The King having at that time many Irons in the fire of very great 
confequence,judged it not fit to meddle with them,but prepares to go be= 
yond the Seas, ad oppofe the King of krance 3 and being ready to take 
fhip,the Archbifbops, Bifhops, Eayles ana Baross 1 the Commons fend 
him in a Roll of the generall grievances of his Snbjells, concerning is 
Taxes, Subjidies, and other Inmpofittons, warh his Seeking to force their 
fervices by unlawfull courfes, Cc. The ‘King. fends anfwer,that he 
could not alter any thing Without the advice of bts Councell which were 
not'now With them ; and therefore required them, fleeing they would 
not attend him inthis journey ( Which they abfolasely refufed to dee, 
thongh he Went in perfon,anleffe he had gone into Fravce orScotland) 
that they would yet do nothing in his absence prejudicial to the peace of 
the Kingdom. And that upon his return, he would fer all things in good 
order as fhould be fit. 

— And although he fayled away with 500 .fayle. of foips,and 18 000. 
men at Armes,yet he Was croffed ia his undertakings, which forced him 
(as Daniel {aith)to fend over forrmore (upply of trea/ure,and gave or=_ 
der for a Parliament tobe held at York by the Prince, and fuch as had 
the managing of the State in his abfence ; wherein, for that he Yould 
not be difappointed,he conde/cends to all {uch Articles as Were demande 
ed concerning the Great Charter,promifing from thence-forth never to 
charge his Subjects,otherWws/e then by their.confents in Parliament, Ce 
Which at large you may reade in the Book of Statutes, for which, the 
Commons of the Realm granted him the ninth peny : At fo deera 
rate were they forced to buy theirown Rights, av the hands of 
him that was their fervant,and had received his Crownand Dig- 
nity from them,ind for them : But the People of England not being 
content With the confirmation of their Liberties, by his Deputies, ref 
him(at aParl.atWefiminfter)the next year to the confirmation of their 
Charters he preffing hardto have the Claufe,Salvo Jure Corox no- 
itrae put in,but the People Would not endure it foould be (o: Yet with 
such adoe he confirmes them,according to their mind,and that neither 
he, nor his heires,thall procure,or do any thing whereby the Li« 
berties of the Great Charter contained, thall be infringed or bro= 
Ken ; and if any thing be procured, by any perfon, contrary to. 
the premifes,it fhall be held of no force,nor effect, And thisceft 
themdear,asIfaidbefore. 9° - ; Be hee 
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Sothat here yew havea true ceils the begetting,the con: 
‘ception, and birch of (Magna Charta, The Englifo-Mans Inheri. 
tance, And how much blood and money it coit our fore-fathers 
before they could wring it out of the hands of their tyrannical! 
Kings ; and yet alas,in my judgment, it falls far Chore of Edward 
the Confelfors Laws, (tor the eafe, goed, and quier of the people) 
: - which the Corqueror robbed Englana of, tor the Norman pra

This Prince being crowned, ratgned above 50, years, and hath 
the bef commendation for Manhood and Jultice of any Prince 
that went before him,or that felowed after him ; who yet nors 
withftanding,though he came in by ele@ion, and took the Oath 
at his Corenation,which his Father took before him,yet he fay 
led often in the performance of it;O! which the BBp.of Cazter= 
bury in aa Epiitle written to him when hee was in France, tells 
him home of it,in thefe words, That it was the [afety of Kings and: 
their Kingaoms, toufe grave and Wife Councellors, alleadging many 
examples, out of looly Writ, of the flowrifoing happinelfe of fuch as took 
that.courfe,and their wfelicity Who followed the contrar y. Thenrills 
him to remember. bow bis Father (_ led by evill Counce BY" vexed the 

Kingdome putting todesth,contrary to the Law of the Land, divers o if 
the Nobility;and wifeed him to confider what hapned thereby unto him, 
Aifosto call to mind, how himfelf at firft,thraugh evill Conncell abous 
him,pas alnoo[t loft thehearts of his people. But afterwards by the great 
circum|pettion, and care of his Prelates and Nobles, his Affaires Were

The fubftance of which, in Speeds words were : Firft, in 
the front was placed his abufe of thc publike treafure,and unwer- 
thy wafte of the Crown-Land , whereby he grew intollerable 
gtievous to the Subjects, The particular caufes of the Dukes of 
Gloncefter and: Lancafter,the Arch-Bithop of ( anterbury the: Barle 
of Arundel,filled fundry Articles: They charged kimin the reft 
with diffimulation,falfhoed,‘ofle of honour abroad in :he World, 
extortions, rapine, deniall of Juftice, rafiuresand emb:zelling of 
records, difhonourable fhifcs, wicked Axiomes of State, Senay 
covetoutnefle, fubordinations,lafcivioufnefle,treafon to the rights 
ofthe Crown, perjuries, aad briefly, with‘all foris of unkingly 
wices,and with abfolute ryrannic. Upon which it was conciuded, 
That he had broken his Contra& made with the Kingdome, or 
the Oath of Empire,raken at hisCorenation,and ad judged by all 
the Staves in Parliament, That it Was (uficient canfe to depolehins 
and then the diffinitive fenteuce Was paffed uponhim, And wee hall 
whelly pafle over Henry the 4.5.ana 6. Edward 4.a0d 5. Richard 
3. Hen 7. and 8. and flaill come down ro King (barles, and no 
mention the particular miferies, blood-fheds, cruelties, Creafon,’ 
tyrancies, and ail masner ef miferies that the free- born People of 
this Kingdome underwent,in all or moft of their Wicked rajgns, 
efpecially it'the Barons warrés ; In which time, the Inhabitants 
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of Exglandhad neither life, liberty, noreftates, thatthey could _ 


call their own, there having been ten Batteis of note fought in 
the Bowels of this Kingdoine, in two of their Raigns only,viz. 
Hen, 6. and Edw. the 4. Inone of which Pattels there was 37. 
thoufand Eng!ifh fin, AZartine f0!.393,394 295. 

I fay we wt i paffe by all thefe, and give you the Cony of the 
Oath,that King Edward 2.and King Eaward the 3, (bv auchority 
of Parliament) took, and which all the Kings ana Queens of Eng- 
land fince to thisday, at thetr Coronation -ither took ,or ought to have 
taken, mever having (by authoricy of Parliament) been altered 
fince.that I could hear of,by which ic will cleerly appeare, that 
the Kings of Exglandreceive their Kingdoms comditionally ;The 
true Copy of which, as I find itin chis Parliaments Declaration, 
made in reply to the Kings Declaration, or anfwer 10 their Re- 
monftrance,dated 26. May 1642. and fec down in the Booke of 
Declarations,page 713.

ring of the fame people, If they Would confent to have him their K ing, 
ana Liege Lord, to obey him as their King and Liege Lord,who with 
one accord confented thereunto. 


Now, let all the World be judge Whether the Kings of England re- 
ceive their Kingdom:s by contratt, yea, or no. 


And if they do receive them by contra@, as is already unde- 
niably proved before ; Then what becomes of that wicked and 
ryrannicall Maxime, avowed by King (yarles( immediatly after 
his Anfwer to the Petition of Right, Book Statutes, fol. 1434,) viz 
That he did oWve an account of his aftions to none but GOD alone; And 
of that erroneous Adaccimse mentioned in Book Declaration,pag. 266, 
vix.T hat Kingdomes are Kings own, and that they may.do with them 
What they will,as it Kingdomes were for them, and not they for 
their Kingdomes. 

But if any man fhall obje& and fay, that King Henry the 8.

They 
fay, They Well enow What Kings have done in this pout: But we knovw 
alfa (fay they )that what they baye dane no good rule alwayes,to in- 
terpret What they ought to have dowesfor,that they are bound tothe ob- 
fervation of Lawes by their Oath, 2 ot of queftion,and yet the contrary

| prattifed by them, Wil appear in all age!,ds often. But to put this ou} 
of doubt, whofoever reades the Oath taken by this King, which 
he himfelf fers down in his Declaration, (Book Deelar.pag. 290, 
| 291.) will find no materiall difference becwixt that which hee 
took,and that which he ought to have taken, faving in that claufe 
of pafling New Lawes: But there is enough in that he teoke to 
prove my aflertion, wiz. That he received his Crown by a Con-
